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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-36 
are allowed because, the prior art of record specifically Chao (6,134,297) fails to 
specifically teach a x-ray scatter compensator which is configured for iteratively 
generating a refined value of a normalized estimated X-ray scatter signal corresponding 
to an uncorrected radiograph and subtracting the refined value from the normalized {ota\ 
x-ray signal of claims 1 , 1 6, 25, 27 and 28 and Kikuchi (US 4,823,370) does not teach 
said compensator being configured for /feraf/Ve/y generating a plurality of reffned values, 
each value corresponding to a profile of a corresponding one of the uncorrected 
radiographs and subtracting each of the refined values form a normalized tota\ x-ray 
signal corresponding to said profile of claim 3 combined with other features and 
elements of the claims.
